The land upon which School No. 


6 now stands is part of an area 
of Kingston that in the early days 
of the city's development was re- 
'crred to as "The Promised Land," 
3ity Historian William DeWitt 
said yesterday in an address Ire- 
ore the teachers and students of 
the school. 


Tracing the development of the 


area, Mr. DeWitt related 
that 


about 65 years ago only a handful 
of houses and stores made up the 
section. The only houses were en 
Broadway in the Second Ward. 
Jut eventually, he said, it fulfilled 
its promises. 


"Moving from Broadway, then 


known as Union avenue there was 
no Downs street,"' the city his- 
torian noted. "Little of O'Neil or 
Elmendorf streets existed. Such 
thoroughfares as Trcmper, Smith 
and 
TenBrocck 
were 
then 


meadows and pasture lands and 
were mecca's of play for young 
people. Belvedere and Ora Place 
hadn't even been planned." 


The first big changes came with 


the advent of the Ulster and Del- 
aware railroad, then the West 
Shore division of the New York 
Central. The industrial develop- 
ment of the city started in full 
swing. A hig hoom followed, start- 
ing in the Third Ward and sweep- 
ing over the entire city and reach- 
ing the Rondout section. Field 
Court emerged out of nowhere. 
Cornell slreet mushroomed and 
the many'cross arteries began to 
take shape. 


Commenting on the move to 


have Ulster county selected as the 
site for the permanent headquar- 
ters of the U.N.O., Mr. DeWitt 
said it would he an* ideal place 
since the very territory was con- 
secrated in the ideals for which 
World War H was fought, llefer- 
ring to the Allied peoples he said, 
"they all like 'Uncle Sam' and 
here is where they may see the 
l>eginnings of civili/.ation. victory, 
liherty and progress in the United 
States." 


In his closing remarks, the city 


historian exhorted the students to 


concentrate on their studies in or- 
der to emerge as better citizens. 
He furnished an -interesting side- 
light on his own personal back- 
ground as a historian. 


"I passed Hcgeiits History 100 


per cent when I was a student," 
he said. "My father mentioned 
that to a prominent historian here, 
lie winked his eye at father and 
said, 'Why not make a historian 
of him?' And so they did.

that oath would submit to censorship no mat- 
ter how specious, nor could he work in a 
secret laboratory devising bigger and better 
atomic bombs. Even in Nazi Germany there 
would be enough brave lovers of truth and 
humanity to bring out the news before these 
horrible things could be secretly perfected." 


Again he says: 
"While the use of an atomic bomb can be 


determined by politicians, diplomats and 
militarists, cither sane or insane, its manu- 
facture and further perfection depends on 
engineers and scientists. Here enter a new 
field of human endeavor and another class 
of human beings. Successful engineers and 
scientists, men competent to make and per- 
fect atomic bombs, arc men of truth. Men 
of truth ixM-force. for a lie never built a safe 
bridge, discovered a mathematical formula, 
deduced a physical principle or synthesized 
a new chemical. 


"Engineers and scientists must know the 


truth, accept the truth, use the tn1''- " •• 
is not afraid of the truth.

The Great Dismal Swamp may disappear. 


This marshy area stretching from Norfolk. 
Va.. to Elizabeth, N. C. has gradually shrank 
from 2.200 square miles to 750. and now is 
threatened with destruction.

Refrigeration slows both decay 
nd the growth of bacteria and 
iolds<in food. But the reasons for 
ecay are not the same in any 
wo foods. With some the effect is 
nainly due to moisture, others to 
xygen, still others 
to carbon 


dioxide. There are 
germs and 


ifllds which may take advantage 
f any of the three. 


Controls Moisture. Gases 


The new films control moisture 
nd both gases. Though it has not 
et been fully worked out, the 


films can control any one of the 
three to a different degree than 
the other two. ' 
• 


This is done by using chemical 


compounds called plastlciiers that 
selectively control either of the 
bases or the vapor, or by combin- 
ing two or more of the different 
types of films. 
• 


Whatever the films do for fresh 


edibles, they can do also to sup- 
plement refrigeration. -This fact 
opens many lines of improvement 
in quick freeze and refrigeration. 


The Goodyear work is under the 


direction of Dr. L. B. Sebrcll, di- 
rector of research, Dr. H. J. Oster- 
lot, assistant director, and Dr. M. 
D. 
Coulter, 
research 
chemist, 


in charge of packaging research. 


The rubber fllm is about one- 


twenty-thousaridth 
of. an 
inch 


thick. It stretches two ways si- 
multaneously*. 
One square inch 


spreads to about 30 square inches. 
Afterward this film contracts so 
that on fruits like oranges it forms 
virtually a new skin. It does the 
same for fish. This skin is so tough 
that shears can" be thrust into it, 
point first,' and- it will stretch to 
cover them without breaking. On 
'rozen foods, the film becomes 
stronger as the 'temperature drops. 


The rate at which the gases or 


water vapor diffuse through this

Some foods need 'moisture proof 


packages. That would ruin others 
that need to let moisture out free- 
ly. Oranges, for example, need to 
retain moisture to prevent shrivel- 
ling 'and pithiness. But peas give 
off water so fasf that they fog a 
moisture-proof film and rot in the 
own vapors. Yet the pea wrappc 
have to retain some moistur 
otherwise the peas get hard am 
yellow. 


Apples have been kept com 


plctcly fresh for at least one ye 
at Cornell University by regul 
ting the carbon dioxide and ox 
gen. But apple .experiments sho 
that the film that keeps one spc 
cles fresh must be modified for a 
other. 


There are similar differences' fo 


every foodstuff in needs for reg 
lation of the t«'o gases and tl 
vapor. Coffee wants no oxygen, 
but plenty of escape for carbon c 
oxide. Ripe tomatoes have to, get 
rid of lots of carbon dioxide. 
. Meats are subject to similar 
variations. Keeping moisture from 
escaping is one of the secrets o 
preserving fish without refrigcr- 
ition. This can be done so well 
[hat 
it 'is possible to fly salmon 


from Alaska to Florida and serve 
[he fish fresh. The same wrapper 
lengthens the life and flavor of 
quick-frozen fish. 


These films or combination of 


them likewise enhance the flavor 
and freshness of dry foods that 
ast a long time without refriger- 
ation.

Radio Beam* Will 
Be Used to Send 
Telegrams Soon 


'Telegrams between 
m a j o r 


cities will travel by radio beam in- 
stead of by wire within the next 
few years," Mrs. Ellsworth, local 
manager of the Western Union 
Company stated today. "J3y using 
radio relays Instead of the present 
trunk pole lines, the company will 
replace thousands of poles and 
hundreds of thousands of miles of 
wire. 


"This system will improve the 


quality, dependability and speed oC 
telegraph service provided lo (lie 
public. It will reduce interruptions 
resulting from storms, falling trees 
and electrical disturbances. Also, 
the cost of the program over a 
period of seven years will be less 
than would have been required for 
maintcnace and reconstruction of 
of the pole lines to he replaced. 


"The first step in the program 


now under way is the establish- 
ment of what is known as 'the 
New York-Washington-Pittsburgh 
triangle.' This triangle will provide 
two-way radio beam communica- 
tion between these cities and will 
permit the removal of some 2,500 
miles of pole lines. The second 
step will be extension of the sys- 
tem late in ]9<!G to Columbus. Cin- 
cinnati. Chicago, Toledo and Cleve- 
land,
